the Publick, iſe no Publick Money: T hat the Se. 
cret Service of the Army could not have been carry'd 
on without it, by reaſon of the uſual Allowance falling 
ſhort on that head; and that by this means, a New 
Fund of about Fifteen Thouſand Pounds per Annum, 
was provided, for urns on that ſecret Service, 
without any Expence to the Publick, or Grievance to 
the Troops from whom the Allowance was made.. To 
this it was added, that whatever Sums had been re- 
ceiv'd on . T account, they had been conſtantly em. 
ploy'd in procuring Intelligence, in keeping Correſ- 
3 and other Secret Service; and without 
thoſe Sums, the Expence of ſo many ear ly and long 
Campaigns, important Actions, proſperous Battels, 
and ſucceisful Sieges, could not have been carry'd on; 
fo that His Grace rather deſerv'd the Thanks of the 
Houſe for good Husbandry, than their Cenſure for

jeſty our Obſervations and humble Advice upon this 


Subject, we promiſe to our ſelves this happy Fruit 
from it, That if Your Majeſty's generous and good

* — Your Majeſty in a true Light, we have thought 
it neceſſary to go back to the Beginning of the War, 
and beg Leave to obſerve the Motives and Reaſons 
upon Which his late Majeſty King William engap'd 
firſt in it. The Treaty of the Grand Alliance explains 
thoſe Reaſons to be for the ſupporting the Pretenſions 
of his Imperial Majeſty, then actually engaged ina 
War with the French King, who had uſur ped the en- 
tire Spaniſh Monarchy for his Grandfon the Dake of 
Anjou. And for the aſſiſting the States General, wito 
by the Loſs of their Barrier againſt France, wete then 
in the ſame or a more dangerous Condition, than if 
they were actually invaded. As theſe were the juſt 

neceſſary Motives for undertaking this War, fo 

the Ends propoſed to be obtained by it were equally 
Wiſe and Honourable : For as they are ſet forth in 
the 47 an Article of the ſame Treaty, they appear to 
have been, the Procuring an equitable and reaſonable 
Satisfaction to his Imperial Majeſty, and ſufficient 
Securities for the Dominions, Provinces, Navigation; 
and Commerce of the King of Great Britain and the 
States General; the making effectual Proviſion that 
the two Kingdoms of France and Spain fhonld never 
be united under the fame Government, and particu- 
larly, that the French ſhould never get into the Pof- 
ſeſſion of the Spaniſh Weſt-Hndies, or be permitted to 
fail thither upon the Acconat of Traffick, under any 

Pretence whatſoever ; and laftly, the Securing to the 
Subjects of the King of Grear Britain and the States 
General, all the ſame Privileges and Rights of Com- 
merce throughout the whole Dominions of Spain, as 
they enjoyed before the Death of Charles the Second 
King of Spain, by Virtue of any Treaty, Agreement, 
Cuſtom, or ang other Way whatſoever : For the ob- 
taining theſe Ends, the Three confederated Powers 
engaged to aſſiſt one another with their whole Force, 
according to ſuch Proportions as ſhouts be fpeciffed in 
a particular Convention afterwards to be made for 
that Purpoſe : We do not find that any ſuch Conven-

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tion was ever ratified, but it appears, that there was 
an Agreement coneladed, which by common Confent 
was. underſtood to be binding upon each Party reſ- 
pectively, and according to which the Proportions 
of Great Britain were the Beginning regulated 
and founded : The Terms of that Agreement were,
